Hie two-year-old Worth acquired the lionor of lieing the chief 
mom*.v winner of the .vear just jiast. thereb.v emiilatiiig tla* example set by the two-.vear-old Novelty in 1910. 
Even so. his total of $K’..t!4.'i is iiieiiger coinjiared willi tlie princely sums falling lo the leaders for many 
jc.irs jiast. The unforliumtt" thrce-year-old. Governor Grtiy. tinished sccMid to Worth in monc.v won. fol- 
lowed in order by Zeus. Plate tilass. .Meridian. Koiind tlie World and La\vt<ui Wig.gius. only lliese seven 
!io>-ses winning us much as JlO.lXai. in p.iKi twcnl.v-one Isirscs won from .'^7’2.0.'!o down to S10.O7O. of which 
Zeus was the onl.v one Hint ligc.red in the liick.v seven list of 1911. However, if in tlie matler of money to 
l.c carntd 1911 <-on trusted disudvantagcousl.v with its iiredcccssois. sm-h was not tlie case in regard to its 
racing. Di^idays of sja-ed ami stamina of the highest order deligliled s|iectators at all trai'ks wher*‘ the 
.-port was |«‘rmitled and the Isirscs demonstrated convincingly that they were up to the standard of the liest 
iverage .veurs. although none aiqa-ared of the snia*rlative class of Colin. Possitii.v Priscilliiin lua.v have been 
the best horse of the .vear except Fitz HerU-rt. .\t an.v rate he won Ids seven races of the .vear in suiierb 
slyle without the stain of a single defeat, while Fitz Herbert was lieaten twice, lii one of his defeats the 
latter «-ould have won. tinishlng s«‘coud to his stable ixunrade. King James, but in tlie other case, tlie To- 
ronto Cup. his li’s'i iKiunds provinl t<m niiicli in a fast run race and lie was squarely laniten. although making 
a grand effort and tinlshiug closr' iqi. .Vnother brilliant member of Hie older division was tlic tive-.vcar-old 
Plate Glass.

I.ackrose. Edda and Tlie Hague lonslilnlcd a second groiqi of merit. iMie of which. Mess«*nger Boy, achieved

,\s to the two-year-olds of Ha* year, it may Im» doubtful wlietiier there was a real toiuiotcher out. By 
common ciaiseiil Worlli and The .Manager were the liest shown in Kentucky racing, wiiiie on the Canadiaii 
and Maryland tracks the dlstiuetion of tieiiig liest rests with Puggiiis. .Mdeb.iran. .Moisaut and I’enohscot. 
It is quite probable tliat the Wilson ami l',«*lmont stables slieltcred uiistarted two-.vear-olds of greater merit 
tlian those wliich were raced and Hie same may be true of otlier stables. While none of our two-.vear-olds 
iiiav have lieeii of the highest class, it dws not follow that no gmal ones were in action. Wortli. Moisaut,

In the matter of bidding up the winners of selling 
races, the Jacksonville, Florida, meeting stood out 
alone in the amount of business transacted, the 
assor-iation’s share of the run-up money being the 
quite considerable sum , of $13,215. It was there 
that tlie banner run-up ' of the year 1911 occurred 
when Melisande was bought in at an advance of 
$l,i:05 over her entered selling price. In the course 
of the racing of the year, 248 horses were bid up 
as eoni|iared with 2i)l in 1910, 132 in 1909, 164 in 
I'.IOS and 2tl8 in 1907. In ail, the excess from bid- 
ding up at all tracks in the year 1911 was $93,920. 
This was a falling off from the .vear jirevious when 
it was $103.‘.M!U, hut was more than tbe $73,905 of 
l!Hi9.
